And  then  I am  doing  no  more  than 
1 ought  to,  because  I was  raised 
ar.d  converted  in  her  hounds,  and 
about  seven  years  ago  commenced 
preaching  I was  authorized  to  be 
set  start  to  the  ministry  by  the 
ehurc  i at  Medan  Creek,  and  I went 
to  pork,  and  have  been  at  it  ever 
sinVc,  though  when  I started  out  I 
was  very  poor  and  illiterate-  i took 
fotjr  churches  to  serve  as  pastor. 
They  were  from  five  to  fifteen  miles 
from  rae.  I would  work  in  the  field, 
plow  and  hoe,  until  Friday  night.

Now,  for  two  Tears  I wss  in  the 
school-room,  lived  hard,  and 
wanted  from  five  to  fifteen  miles 
to  my  appointments  and  preached 
hard.  Ho  It  seems  that  my  Itte  has 
been  one  of  hardships,  and  I be- 
neve  it  wou.d  have  been  more  so-  if 
tbs  dear  Christian  people  had  not 
prayed  for  m>',  as  1 be. leva  they 
din.  They  told  me  that  they  were 
praying  forme,  and  I itelieve  they 
di.i  The  Lord  has  blessed  mv  la- 
bor- at  a 1 praise  God  for  it. 

Now  as  to  my  reqmst.  1 start 
for  Ts.xas,  to  be  gone  about  three 
weeks,  to-morrow,  to  assist  in  some 
meetings.  And  I want  the  prayers 
•f  every  Christian  that  reads  Tut 
Rccorii,  aud  especially  do  J ask 
that  of  the  Tishomingo  Association. 
The  B iard  of  the  Ti-bomiugo  Asso- 
ciation has  given  me  a month’s  va 
cation,  for  which  1 am  very  thank- 
ful.
